The cost-of-living index rose by 2.4 cent last month, the 
Central Bureau of Statistics rej yesterday. It reached 
188.4 points, compared with 135.2 on September 30, According to 
the Bureau, the rise was due to price increases for clothing and 
produce and, to a lesser extent, housing. 

An examination of food price trends — excluding produce — 
shows a slight decrease, two-tenths of one per cent. Poultry 
Prices fell by 5.7 per cent and salt water fish, by 41 per cent.

waffles, by 2.7 per cent; and meals at restaurants by 0.9 per cent.

Pentagon officials said the more

ALICE SPRINGS. — A bearded 34- 
year-old hijacker was shot down by 
police in an airport gun-battle here 
yesterday after he seized an air- 
liner and held 21 of its passengers 
and crew hostage. He died later in a 
hospital.

Police said the hijacker was down 
on the passenger list as Mr. M. 
Nelson, but they thonght this was a 
false name. 

He boarded the plane with the 
rifle strapped to his leg. 

Jt was the frst hijacking in 
Australia since alr-piracy came into 
yogue on world airline routes.

Political sources in Jerusalem said 
that while both sides felt that the 
best hopes for the future lay in a 
partial settlement and spoke of the 
need to work to achleve one, they 
did not enter into operative details 
of such a settlement. 

Mr. Dayan pointed out to the 
Secretary that Israel had replied 
favourably to the U.S. initlative for 
a partial settlement, to be arranged 
through “proximity talks” between 
the parties. Egypt, however; 
added, had not given a favourable 
reply. 

Both sides agreed, according to 
the sources in Jerusalem, that the 
first step in working towards a 
partial settlement would be to 
clarify exactly what the Egyptian 
position was on the subject. The 
U.S. will presumably undertake this 
clarification. 

Egypt has in the past put forward 
a string of conditions to agreeing to 
ἃ partial settlement: Israeli with- 
drawal to El-Arish, transfer of 
Egyptian armed forces to the east 
bank of the Canal, etc. But Cairo 


Israel envoy 
discusses Arab 
terror in Bonn

BONN. Israel Ambassador 
Eliashiv Ben-Horin met State Secre- 
tary Dr. Paul Frank yesterday in 
his first meeting with a West Ger- 
man official since 
last week from Jerusalem, 

An Israeli Embassy spokesman 
said the meeting was requested by 
the Ambassador. No details were 
immediately available, but it was 
believed the talks centered on 
bilateral relations and on methods 
of combating terrorism. A later 
statement by the Ambassador said 
the talks Were “one of a series to 
be held concerning Arab terror.” 


Cuba, U.S. may 
talk on hijacks 


MIAMI (UPI). — Cuba offered 
yesterday to negotiate a “broad 
agreement” with the U.S. to halt 
air hijackings and the State De- 
partment announced it would 
seek to reopen negotiations with 
Havana. Spokesman Charles Bray 
said, “We do have the impression 
that there may now be a basis 
for reopening discussions on the 
hijacking issue with the Cubans.” 

The Cuban statement, broad- 
vast by Radlo Havana, said the 
matter could be settled quickly 
if the U.S. would agree to “re- 
eiprocal terms,” meaning the re- 
‘turn of persons who flee Cuba 
in stolen ships and planes and 
an end to sabotage and raids 
against Cuba from Florida. 


Pilots threaten 


worldwide strike 
WASHINGTON (AP). — The Air 
Line Pilots Association threatened 
yesterday to call another world- 
wide air service strike in protest 
of governmental inaction against 
hijackers. 


At a news conference in which 
he criticized tactics used by the 
F.BI. in the most recent hijacking, 
John O'Donnell, ALPA president, 
said he believed a worldwide strike 
was the only alternative it 
to the pilots. He sald ALPA’s 
board will meet within two weeks 
to decide whether to call such a 
strike after the first of the year.

US. ‘pressure’ 
on Israel gov't

WASHINGTON. — Defence Minister Moshe Dayan, speak 


ing after a 


round of talks with senior American officials, said yesterday that the 
U.S. was not exerting any “pressure” on Israel for concessions or 


flexibility in advance of negotiations with the Arab states. 


While the U.S. wanted to mov: 
towards an agreement, this desire 
was shared by Israel and he had 
not felt any special sense of urgency 
in his discussions with the Nixcn 
Administration, Mr. Dayan added. 


The Defence Minister was spcak- 
ing after a breakfast meeting with 
presidential adviser Henry Kissinger, 
Secretary of State William Rogers, 
Deputy Defence Secretary Kenneth 
Rush, and Central Intelligence 
Agency director Richard Helms. 


Mr. Dayan said all his meetings 
had been in the form of a “general 
review and exchange of minds” on 
the overall Middle East situation. 
He had discussed Israel's military 
“equipment business" at the Penta- 
gon with Mr. Rush and defence offi- 
cials but neither there or at any 
of his other meetings were any 
“practical proposals” submitted or 
offered by the Americans. 


American and Israeli officials who 
participated in the talks with Mr. 
Dayan said there had been a “good 
atmosphere” at all the meetings. 
While the Nixon Administration re- 
mains eager to pursue a settlement 
in the Middle East, the round of 
meetings with Mr. Dayan was seen 
here as preparatory to any new 
diplomacy which is not expected 
before early 1973. 

American officials are aware of 
the political context in which the 
Israeli leadership is considering fu- 
ture peace moves, But in reply to 
ἃ question, Mr. Dayan said smil-~

The talks had ranged over the 
situation in Lebanon, Syria, Egypt.

The 
questions surrounding both an in- 
terim and a final peace agreement 
had been raised but he did not 
gain the impression of any immed!- 
ate movement towards negotiations 
occurring soon. 

Mr. Dayan told representatives of 
the Israell press that “things are 
better" In the Middle East because 


of the Soviet withdrawel from 
Egypt, the continuation of the 
cease-fire, the fact that even Le- 


banon had restricted the terrorists, 
and the increasing economic pros- 
perity of the West Bank. 

This was an tmprovement over 
the picture a year ago when he 
was last in Washington when there 
had not been as much certainty 
over a cease-fire or whether Egypt's 
President Sadat would avoid a re- 
sumption of hostilities, Now he 
acknowledged himself that Egypt 
was not ready to resume fighting. 

While Mr. Dayan said he had 
presented these views during his 
talks he declined to comment when 
asked if the U.S. shared his assess- 
ments. The Defence Minister also 
declined comment when asked if he 
had been given an explanation of 
what President Nixon meant last 
week when he spoke of the Middle 
East as capable of “explosion at 
any time.”

Riad calls for ‘united action’

The Secretary General of the 18- 

nation Arab League, Mahmoud 
Riad, yesterday called upon the 
Arad states to unite in action, 
stressing that no Arab country 
alone can defeat Israel. 

Mr. Riad, Egypt's former For- 
Minister, was speaking in Ku- 
walt at the opening session of an 
l1-nation Arab conference summon- 
ed to draw up a common plan for 
confronting Israel. 

“The Arab states must outline 
8. comprehensive plan for the mo- 
Dilization of all Arab energies to 
repulse the aggression and recover 
the occupied territory and usurped 
rights,” Mr. Riad told the gather- 
ing of Arab foreign and war min- 
isters and chiefs of staff. 

“Jt has‘become clear that no Arab 
state can alone defeat the aggres- 
sion, ifberate our occupied territory 
and ward off further occupation. It 
has also become clear that πὸ tor- | 
eign power will force Israel to re- 
linguizh the gains of aggression and 
expansionist ambitions,” Riad said. 
“Let us remove all disagreements 
which hinder the mobilization of our 
capabilities.” 

The opening session was followed 
by a closed meeting of the foreign 
ministers in their capactty as heads 
of thelr delegations. The chief Sy- 
viau delegate, Foreign Minister Ab- 
dul-Halim Khaddam, reportedly told 
the meeting he would submit his 
government's plan for unified Arab 
action against Israel. The plan was 
understood to call for the repat- 
riafion of some of the terrorists 
to Jordan and subsequent reconci- 
ltation between Amman ard Egypt, 
Libya and Syria. 

Jordan was unlikely to budge 
from its tough anti-terrorist stand, 
thus giving the Syrian plan slim 
chances unless the Arab approach 
to Amman excluded the terrorist 
issue. 

The terrorist movement yesterday 
eharged that the conference was 
going to discuss a polttical settle- 
ment to the Middle East crisis ra- 
ther than military action. In ἃ rare 
attack on Egypt, although this 
country was not mentioned by 
name, the terrorists warned that 
no Arab party was authorized to 
bargain “about Palestine for the 
return of part of Sinai.” The ter- 
yorigts made their remarks over 
their radio based in the southern 
Syrlan town of Dera‘a. 


‘WAR INEVITABLE’ 
CAIRO (UPI). — General Ahmed 
Ismail. Egyptian War Minister and 
Commander-in-Chief of the armed 


| forces, said yesterday that another 


war with Israel was inevitable “be- 
cause force is the only way of 
liberating occupied lands." 


The Middie East News Agency 
said Ismail was speaking to troops 
Auring a visit to naval and air 
force bases in the north of Egypt.

Egypt can no longer place much 
reliance on the United States and 
the Soviet Union for resolving the 
Middle East crisia. 

"The struggle (against Israel) is 
ours and it is up to us to keep it 
moving," Sadat told leading mem- 
bers of the Arab Socialist Union 
on Tuesday.

wetweea the U.S. and the Soviet 
Union, Sadat said the two super- 
powers “have now reached an 
understanding between themselves 
and this requires us to assert our- 
selves before the whole world. 
After ail, the cause is our own and 
unless we are to offer 
wacrifices for it, nobody is going 
to recognize our existence.” 

‘Sadat sald that “it is the Egyp- 
tian military who will do the fight- 
ing. The Egyptian military are 
awaiting the signal for battle. We 
have to prove that we are people 
who deserve to be alive.” 

In ‘reference to the burning of 
8 Coptic church at Khanka last 
week, Sadat sald that any attempt 
to stir up communa! strife in Egypt 
“wil be met with the utmost 


severliy and Srniness.” 

He said there was no need to 
mi the incident, in which a 
100-seat church was badly dam- 
aged, but he would take the ap- 
propriate decisions to deal with 
tt. 


In an apparent reference to re- 
ports of differences within the 
Egyptian Cabinet, Sadat sald “We 
bave no time for disputes or dir- 
ferences between odicials in verious 
posts. This is the time for werk 
and sacrifice.” 

Pope Shenuda ΠῚ of the Coptic 
Church — which has 5 million ad- 
herents among the 35 milion pop- 
lation of Egypt — is on a dawn- 
to-dusk fast to protest last week's 
gasoline bomb attack on the Coptic 
church.

He said the file was locked away 
safely in a cupboard.

Criminal cases 
may be basis 
for etvil claims 


Jerusalem Post Knesset Reporter 

The findings and conclusions 
reached in criminal cases will ‘be 
valid 85 evidence in civil claims 
for damages, in an amendment to 
the Evidence Ordinance which was 
voted tao Committee in the Knesset 
Thuesday on the first reading. 

‘Hitherto, in traffic cases for 
instance, injured parties have had to 
wait till the criminal case ended, 
and then go through the entire 
procedure again in a civil claim, as 
though it was a new case. The 
result, moreover, was not always 
identical. 

Justice Minister ¥.S. Shapiro, who 
introduced the amendment, said that 
the same improvement had been 
introduced into Eritish iegal pro- 
cedure in 1968. He said that once 
the amendment become lew, plaintiffs 
would save considerable time, mozey, 
and trouble in getting damages. 

Another measure moved to Com- 
mittee on the ‘first reading would 
make it an offence for anyone to 
enter a law court building carrying 
ἃ weapon — even if he had a guit- 
able licence. The penalty provided 
is three years imprisonment, and 
police wili have the authority to 
search all persons on sight.

A brief report of a Supreme 
Court hearing involving the Kurd- 
ish Hevra Kadisha in Jerusalem 
that appeared in The Post on Fri- 
day, based on ἃ “Itim” news agency 
item, was regrettably given incor- 
rectly. 

The following is a brief summary 
of the case: Rabbi Shmuel Barukh 
and Mr. Meir Gershon, directora of 
the Hevra Kadisha, had been 
charged in the Magistrate's Court 
with knowingly wounding the feel- 
ings of Mr. Simha Sasson — an 
offence contrary to section 148 of 
the Criminal Code Ordinance, and 
with unlawfully destroying or 
damaging property, contrary to 
section 326(1)- of Ordinance. 

The Magistrate's Court acquitted 
the accused of both charges on the 
ground that there was no case to 
answer. 

The District Court, upon appeal, 
held that there had been a case 
to amswer on both charges, and 
that the matter should be returned 
to the te’s Court. 

The Supreme Court, to which the 
accused appealed against the de- 
cision of the District Court, partly 
allowed the appeal, holding that 
there was only a case to answer 
on the charge of wounding the feel- 
ings of Mr. Sasson and the trial of 
the accused should be continued by 
the Magistrate's Court on that 
charge only.

Arabs may rise to 
19.5% by 1990

Israel's population will be 
4,810,000 in 1990 — on the mi- 
nimalist assumption ‘that immi- 
gration will come to 25.000 per- 
sons 2 year. On the maximalisi 
assumption of 70,000 immigrancs 
a a the populacion will be 
5,795,000. - ᾿ 

In giving these figures, the Cen- 
tral Bureau of Statistics points out 
that whichever assumption comes 
true, the Arab population will srow 
faster than the Jewish population. 
At the end of 1970, they accounted 
for 14.7 per cent of the country’s 
inhabitants. If only 75,000 Jewish 
immigrants 2 year arrive, and the 
Arabs increase to the projected mil- 
lion, they will be 19.5 per cent in 
1990, or one in five of the popu- 
lation. 

To take the other extreme, if 
70,000 Jews settle in Israel each 
year, the rate of increase among 
the Arabs (which is unaffected by 


,the demography of the Jewish com- 


munity) will stili 
from 147 per cent 
cent of the total. 
Arabs inside the Green Line num- 
bered 440,000 at the end of 1970. 
By 1990, this number will have 
more than doubled, according to the 
excess of births over deaths ex- 
pected — reaching 2 figure of al- 
most one million (939,500).

Poll gives 
lead to 
Brandt 


BONN (Reuter). — The two part- 
jes in Chancellor Willy Brandt's 
left-liberal coalition are given a 
clear lead over Dr. Rainer Barzel’s 
opposition Christian Democrats 
(CDV) in the latest public opinion 
poli published here yesterday, three 
days ‘before West Germany's ¢ru- 
cial Parliamentary elections. 

Over 40 million voters, aged 18 
and upwards, are eligible to go to 
the polls Sunday, In elections that 
will decide whether Mr. Brandt re- 
mains head of the government. 

The Allensbach Institute, which 
conducted the opinion poll, expects 
a 90 per cent turnout. But in a 
cautionary footnote to its forecast, 
it added that 15 per cent of the 
voters say they are stlil undecided. 
Over the years the Allensbach fore- 
casts have usually been an accurate 
guide to the vo’ trend. 

Under West Germany's electoral 
system, it would be possible for the 
two coalition partners, Mr. Brandt’s 
Social Democratic Party (SPD) 
and Foreign Minister Walter Scheel’s 
Liberal Frea Democratic Party 
(FDP) to dotain an absolute maj- 
ority of votes east, yet still not win 
the elections.

In the proceedings before the Rab- 
binical Court the petitioner admitted 
he was the father of the unborn 
child, and this admission was re- 
corded in the court’s order post- 
poning proceedings to a later date 
and restraining the petitioner from 
leaving the country. 

After the child had been born, 
the respondent brought a further 
action, for maintenance, in the Rab- 
binieal Court. The petitioner chal- 
lenged the jurisdiction of that Court 
without any success, and the Court 


| held that as he had admitted to 


paternity of the respondent’s child 
in the first action he should make 
her a one-time payment of IL500 
and pay her maintenance to be fix- 
ed at a later session in accordance 
with his means. 

The petitioner thereupon petition- 
ed the High Court of Justice, argu- 
ing that the Rabbinical Court had 
not had jurisdiction in either of the 
actions brought by the respondent 
and that, therefore, the reference to 
his admission of paternity in the 
first action, which was noted in the 
Rabbinical Court’s first order, was 
not res judicata and was not bind- 
ing on the petitioner in future ac- 
tions. 


An order nési was granted the pe- 
titioner and on the return day Mr. 
D. Etzion appeared for the peti- 
tioner and Mr. M. Tabakman for the 


respondent. 
Judgment 
Justice Landau, who delivered the 
opinion of the Supreme Court, Jus- 
tices Witkon and Kahn concurring, 
first considered the question of whe- 
ther the Rabbinical Court had had 
jurisdiction in the matter of the 
petitioner’s paternity. It is true, he 
pointed out, that the petitioner had 
consented to the jurisdiction of the 
Rabbinical Court in the first action 
brought by the respondent. But, he 
held, in accordance with section 9 
of the Rabbinical Courts Jurisdic- 
tion (Marriage and Divorce) _ Law, 
1953, it is only in matters of per-

1. This question, he continued, had 
been raised in several previous Su- 
preme Court cases but had been 
left in abeyance each time for fur- 
ther consideration on a more op- 
portune otcasion. However, in the 
last of these previous cases (S.T.1- 
62) the Special Tribunal had, in 
hig opinion, come close to answer- 
ing the question, hinting that the 
matter of paternity could only find 
sanctuary, if at all, in the frame- 
work of the expression “legitima- 
tion of minors.’ In the light of 
what was said in this case, in 
addition to the above hint, he con- 
tinued, he was of the opinion that 
the establishment of paternity is not 
one of the matters of personal sta- 
tus specified in Article 51 and is 
therefore not one of the matters in 
which rabbinical courts have juris- 
diction with the consent of all the 
parties. "Moreover, he added, in any 
event in the present case the ques- 
tion had been one of paternity of 
an as yet unborn child, and that 
most certainly could not come under 
the heading even of “legitimation 
of minors.” 


Justice Landau then went on to 
hold that the question of the pe. 
titioner’s paternity could also not be 
said to be connected to the respon- 
dent's alternative request, in her 
first action, for a divorce — which 
had been based on the fact that 
the couple had lived together as 
man and wife. For, be said, the 
petitioner had not denied that he 
had lived with the respondent, but 
had apparently contended later that 
he had started to do so only 
after she was already pregnant by 
another man, which was irrelevant 
to the action for a divorce, and did 
mot have to be decided for that 
Purpose. 


Turning next to the action for 
maintenance, Justice Landau noted 
that an action for maintenance for 
a child can be brought by {ts mo- 
ther in the rabbinical courts only 


with the consent of its father and 
the petitioner had withheld his cun- 
sent right from the beginning. On 
the other hand, he continued, 2 wife 
18. entitled to claim maintenance for 
herself in the rabbinical court by 
virtue of section 4 of the Rak- 
Dinieal Courts Jurisdiction Law, but 
only from her husband. If, how- 
ever, the respondent did in fact 
need a get he was of the opinion, 
he held, that the petitioner could be 
deemed to be her “husband” for 
purposes of section 4 and that she 
wag entitled to claim maintenance 
from him in the rabbinical court, 
which, In consequence had the juris- 
diction to deal with her claim. 

In short, concluded Justice Landau, 
the Tel Aviv Rabbinical Court had 
no jurisdiction tn the matter of 
maintenance for the respondent's 
child or in the matter of the pa- 
ternity of the child; but it did have 
jurisdiction in the matter ef main- 
tenance for the respondent herself 
as well as in the other niatters 
ralsed by the respondent in her first 
action. Mention of the petitioner's 
admission of paternity in the Rah- 
dinical Court’s arder in the first 
action was, therefore, not res judi- 
cata and did not set up any estoppel 
in so far as the petitioner was 
concerned, since the subject-matter 
of the admission did not come with~- 
in the jurisdiction of the rabbinical 
court. The admission could, how- 
ever, serve as evidence against the 
petitioner in any other action, unless 
he could prove that he was 
not bound by it for any reason. 

Order nisi made absolute with re- 
spect to the paternity action and the 
action for maintenance for the child.

European army. But Moscow's satis- 
faction turned to pain when France 
joined Britain and the US. in a 
programme to bring West Germany 
into Nato. . 

‘The European security campaign 
faded. But Nikita Khrushchev re- 
vived it in 1957. The alm this time 
‘was to prevent formation of a mul- 
tilateral nuclear force in. Nato. 


In 1959 the proposal emerged 
pretky much in its present form. 
A summit of the Soviet-controlled 
Warsaw alliance proposed that Nato 
and the Warsaw Pact dissolve in 
favour of an all-Europe security 
system without blocs. But Europe 
without Nato ubviously would mean 
a alngle Soviet-dominated bloc. Rus- 
sla is on the continent, and exis- 
tence of the Warsaw Pact in name 
hardly matters. 

The proposal’s history followed a 
pattern. Moscow put it in cold 
storage each time a tense crisis 
arose: 1956, Hungary and Suez, 
1962, Cuba and the Missiles, 1967,

the Arab-Israeli Wer, and 1968, the 
Soviet invasion of Czechoslovakia. 

After 1969 the propaganda ac- 
companying the proposal clearly 
marked it as the Kremlin's aum- 
ber 1 priority. This year ‘the War- 
saw Pact summit had it at the top 
of the agenda. 

Moscow has been implying that 
if the West was not aticky about 
its principles, lots of lovely things 
could happen — lasting peace, trade, 
profits. If not, there could be new 
danger, tensions, explosions. 

For the U.S. a security arrange- 
ment properly safeguarded might 
fase some of the burden of defend- 
ing Western Burope. It might even 
raise hopes of a less rigid Soviet 
grip on Eastern Europe. But the 
path to accord on what constitutes 
security is Uttered with rocks. 

From ‘the beginzing Nato leaders 
expressed conviction that the se- 
curity proposal was booby-trapped. 
They suggest that one immediate 
Soviet aim has been to button down 
the status quo In Europe, confirm: 
atl frontiers left by World War ΤΊ 
and render the Soviet sphere un- 
challengezble. 

One highly important goal, they 
suspect, is more urgent for the 
Kremlin now than ever, This seems 
to be to keep the Buropean Eco- 
nomic Community from becoming a 
political power. Already the Com- 
mon Market is far too powerful 
economically to suit Moscow, far too 
enticing for Eastern Europe. The 
European six will become the Euro- 
pean nine in January with the addl- 
tion of three nations. This makes 
Moscow the more anxious to get 
a foot in the door and establish a 
say in what goes on in Weste 
Europe. ἢ

it does still, that the security project 
required the most careful ex- 
Ploratory negotiations and prepara~ 
tion. ‘Western leaders say Huropean 
security makes no sense unless it

recognition of the rights for a Pa- 
Jestinian state side by .side with 
Israel, peace without annexation and 
calls on both — the Jews and the 
‘Arabs — not to follow “their terror 
advocates, Rabbi Kahane and the 
Black September respectively. Had 
it been handed out in Israel only, 
they could not possibly be legally 
put on trial. Other groups —- on 
the right — have demonstrated 
often enough in the occupied ter- 
ritories.
